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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of record fail 
to teach or suggest an endoscopic clip applier having four jaw legs adapted to engage at least 
four points on a clip and the legs are actuable to at least one other opposing leg and further 
wherein the applier has four pivot points and the jaw legs are pivotally attached to the pivot 
points. 

Even further, the prior art fail to teach a clip applier having an axially movable distal end 
section, wherein the distal end section has a plurality of distal cam surfaces spaced around a 
cross-section of the distal end section; and wherein an elongate assembly comprises a shaft and 
disposed in a channel containing clips and the shaft and distal end section are movable relative to 
the channel.
